Tlie fre<|uent oiitl)rtaks ot 
cholera are the mosi serious trou- 
ble with which the hog raiser has 
to contend. The disease has 
caused liC'u v losses to farn)ers 
from time innnemorini and lias, 
couslilulcd a perpetual menace to 
the swine industry. There teems 
to be no doubt tliat the serum 
treatment supplies the I)est known 
method of handling the disease. 
It has been widely tested at the 
various experiment stations and 
on the farms.

Mr. Linthicum, of Maryland, 
introduced in the last Congress a 
!)ill to establish a Federal ni;,'h 
ways Commission which should 
urge cooiteration and joint action 
between the States and theFedcra! 
Government in constructing hl^ I . 
WIN- aiiil re;;ulatiii<i- autoniol/ili 
travel. Unmistakably the pres- 
ent situation is unsatisfactory. 
The automobile is largely an in- 
terstate performer. A State 
whichj has coniparativaiy few au- 
tomobiles itself may have to keep 
up roads which are being battered 
to pieces by the automobiles of 
neighboring States. New Hamp- 
shire is an instance. TIte State is 
poor, its soil is such that roads 
are expensive to maintaiUt and the 
number ot foreign nutomobiles 
engaged in knocking these roads 
to pieces is large. Some localities 
meet this unfair predicament by 
exacting tolls, which is perhaps 
reasonable as a temporary device. 
Undoubtedly, however, this is one 
of the matters in which closer co- 
operation is desirable. Mr. 
Linthicum's bill contains an idea 
which ought to bear fruit.
